Highway  Agent's  Report. 


To  THE  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Exeter  : 

Knowing  that  with  the  appropriation  for  one  year  all  the  roads  in 
Exeter  could  not  be  put  in  their  best  condition,  I  have  selected 
two — Hampton  road  and  North  Hampton  road — as  the  main  points 
of  work,  and  have  given  them  my  closest  attention. 

Have  tried  repairing  a  portion  of  the  macadamized  roads  with 
gravel,  and  find  it  works  well,  while  it  is  not  more  than  one-fourth 
the  cost  of  crushed  stone. 

The  road  at  Colcord's  mill  has  been  raised  and  gravelled,  as  have 
also  Winter  street  and  Main  street  above  the  railroad  crossing. 

Have  repaired  Katy's  lane  with  scrapings  from  the  macadamized 
streets,  and  have  also  put  a  hundred  loads  or  more  on  Gilman 
street.  Several  of  the  sidewalks  have  been  repaired  with  the  dust 
from  the  crusher.  Concrete  crossings  have  been  laid  on  Water 
street  from  Kelly  &  Gardner's  store  to  the  Town  Hall,  two  on  Lin- 
coln street,  one  each  on  Main,  Water,  Cass,  Front,  Gill,  and  Gar- 
field streets ;  other  crossings  have  been  repaired,  and  the  concrete 
around  the  Town  Hall  covered. 

There  have  been  over  five  hundred  tons  of  stone  crushed  and 
brought  on  to  the  streets  to  repair  the  macadamizing.  Should  the 
crusher  be  used  again  it  will  require  a  thorough  overhauling. 

The  bridge,  including  abutments,  on  the  Kensington  road  had  to 
be  rebuilt ;  Great  bridge,  String  bridge  and  the  bridge  on  upper 
Court  street  repaired  and  Barker  bridge  newly  covered.  Appended 
is  a  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures.

Chief  Engineer's  Report. 


In  compliance  with  the  law,  I  respectfully  submit  my  second  an- 
nual report  as  Chief  Engineer  of  the  fire  department,  giving  account 
of  fires  and  alarms  for  the  past  year,  and  the  condition  of  the  appar- 
atus under  my  charge. 

There  have  been  sixteen  alarms  during  the  year. 

March  14,  at  3.20  a.  m.,  an  alarm  was  rung  in  from  box  47,  and 
proved  to  be  for  the  Exeter  Cotton  Mill.  The  firemen  were  soon 
at  work,  but  were  handicapped  at  the  start.  The  fire  started  under 
the  old  mill  near  the  steam  pump.  The  powerful  steam  pumps  of 
the  mill,  which  did  such  efficient  service  five  years  ago,  could  not 
be  used,  being  surrounded  by  flames.  After  an  hour,  seeing  the 
fire  was  gaining,  aid  was  asked  of  Haverhill,  Dover  and  Portsmouth, 
and  in  each  case  granted.  At  eight  o'clock  it  was  under  control ; 
damage,  $136,626.80,  covered  by  insurance.  Cause  unknown.  At 
the  investigation  nothing  could  be  found  out  that  would  indicate 
the  cause.

The  soda  fountain  has  been  condemned,  so  is  laid  aside.  It  is 
a  bill  of  expense  to  the  town,  being  old  and  worn  out,  having  been 
in  use  twenty  years.  The  apparatus  under  my  care  is  in  good 
condition.  The  old  boiler  at  the  steamer  house  was  past  repairs, 
and  has  been  replaced  by  an  Exeter  boiler.  Steam  has  been  put 
in  the  steamer  stable,  as  it  was  so  damp  and  injurious  for  the 
horses.  The  steamer  has  been  overhauled,  and  is  in  good  working 
order. 

In  reference  to  the  eighth  article  in  the  warrant,  in  regard  to 
moving  the  hook  and  ladder  truck  from  its  house  to  the  old  Town 
Hall  building,  I  think  it  would  be  a  good  change,  as  it  is  very 
difficult  in  getting  away  from  its  present  house,  and  the  horses  used 
are  at  Trefethen's  stable. 

After  the  mill  was  burned  a  new  gong  was  placed  at  the  gas 
house.  I  was  in  hopes  to  have  it  removed  back  to  the  mill,  but 
the  agent  does  not  wish  to  have  it  there. 

I  thank  the  public,  the  Assistant  Engineers  and  the  firemen  for 
their  prompt  attention  to  duty.

The  Robinson  Seminary. 


PRINCIPAL'S   REPORT. 

Hon.  Board  of  Trustees  of  Robinson  Seminary  : 

The  approach  of  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  reminds  me  that  a 
brief  report  of  the  Seminary's  condition  and  prospects  is  in  order. 

With  the  opening  of  the  new  school  year  in  September,  the  suc- 
cessors to  Miss  Eleanor  Sherwin  and  Miss  Emma  L.  Chase  began 
their  labors.  Miss  Griffin  as  a  teacher  is  all  that  her  friends  who 
so  warmly  recommended  her  to  us  last  summer,  claimed  her  to  be. 
She  is  scholarly,  accurate,  prompt,  enthusiastic  and  wise  in  admin- 
istration. Miss  Kimball  yf//$-  the  vacancy  made  by  the  departure  of 
Miss  Chase,  a  result  which  I  did  not  think  could  be  achieved  by 
any  successor  to  Miss  Chase  in  the  first  year  of  her  work  in  the 
Seminary.  In  December,  Miss  A.  M.  Morrison,  teacher  of  Cooking, 
resigned,  and  Miss  Lillie  C.  Smith  was  appointed  her  successor.  Of 
her  work  I  will  speak  more  in  detail  in  connection  with  the  Domes- 
tic Science  department.  The  other  departments  of  the  school  have 
been  under  the  charge  of  the  same  faithful  teachers  as  in  former 
years. 

The  past  year  has  been   one  of  prosperity  and   substantial  pro- 
gress.    Every  part  of  our  school  is  in  a  healthful,  growing,  promising 
condition,  with  a  constantly  expanding  outlook. 
normal  department. 

The  number  of  graduates  in  this  department  is  now  forty- eight. 
Three-fourths  of  that  number  have  become  teachers,  and  carried 
into  their  school  rooms  the  priceless  boon  of  exact  and  scientific 
methods  in  teaching.  Last  June  the  Wellington  Training  School  of 
Cambridge,  Mass.,  invited  us  to  nominate  candidates  from  among 
our  Normal  graduates  for  admission  to  that  school,  which   we  did, 
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and  four  of  the  graduates  of  last  year's  class  were  accepted.  The 
vacancies  in  that  school  are  usually  filled  by  graduates  of  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Normal  schools,  and  are  eagerly  sought  for,  as  the  advan- 
tages for  advanced  training  are  superior. 

DOMESTIC   SCIENCE   DEPARTMENT. 

The  courses  of  study  in  Chemistry  and  Physics  are  directed  to 
the  attainment  of  a  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  sanitary  and 
healthful  economical  housekeeping,  and  in  seeking  this  end  I  am 
confident  no  sacrifice  is  made  of  the  disciplinary  value  of  science 
study.  The  principles  of  chemistry,  physics  and  physiology  are 
very  carefully  applied  by  Miss  Smith  in  the  cooking  lessons,  and 
the  office  performed  by  each  article  of  food  under  consideration  in 
the  building  and  renewing  of  the  body  is  considered. 

Since  we  began  our  cooking  courses,  four  years  ago,  great  pro- 
gress has  been  made  in  the  practical  teaching  of  cooking  in  schools. 
A  Normal  School  of  Cooking  has  been  founded  in  Boston  based 
upon  thorough  scientific  training  as  a  preparation  for  the  work. 
Miss  Smith  graduated  from  this  school  last  June,  and  comes  to  us 
with  the  highest  recommendations  from  the  faculty. 

A  new  feature  of  this  department  is  a  proposed  collection  of  raw 
materials  to  illustrate  processes  of  the  preparation  of  food  materials. 
The  Stickney  and  Poor  Spice  Co.  are  preparing  for  us  a  full  assort- 
ment of  various  spices  and  seeds  which  they  use,  in  as  nearly  the 
native  state  as  the  materials  come  to  their  hands.  All  firms  to 
whom  I  have  made  application  have  shown  great  kindness  in  assist- 
ing me.  I  hope  in  a  few  months  to  have  in  the  cooking  room  a 
good  representative  collection  of  food  materials  arranged  for  in- 
spection and  study. 

THE   ART   COLLECTIONS. 

Since  my  last  report  the  Henry  C.  Moses  Art  Collection  has  been 
arranged  for  exhibition  in  the  corridors,  and  now  constitutes  a  most 
beautiful  and  attractive  feature  of  our  school.  The  general  art  col- 
lection has  received  important  accessions.  Gen.  Stephen  H.  Gale 
has  contributed  funds  for  the  purchase  of  seven  slabs  from  the 
Frieze  of  the  Parthenon,  which  have  been  set  up  in  the  Classical  room. 
Mr.  Wm.  E.  Merrill  has  just  placed  in  my  hands  a  sum  of  money 
with  which  to  buy  casts   of  Greek   sculpture   for  the  same  room. 
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Other  contributors  to  this  collection  have  been  Miss  Emily  O.  Ells- 
worth of  the  class  of '93,  and  Mrs.  Geo.  A.  Sawyer,  of  Atkinson. 

LIBRARY. 

Our  Library  greatly  needs  enlargement  to  keep  pace  with  the  ex- 
panding requirements  of  our  work.  I  have  added  a  few  books 
which  seemed  a  necessity,  but  have  expended  less  than  twenty- 
five  dollars  of  the  Seminary's  funds  for  that  purpose  during  the  year. 
Nor  do  I  intend  to  call  upon  you  for  money  for  that  purpose  ex- 
cept for  immediate  and  pressing  needs.  Mrs.  John  J.  Rell  has  con- 
tributed to  the  Art  Library  a  very  beautiful  work — Scribner's  "Cy- 
clopaedia of  Painters  and  Painting."  Other  donors  to  the  library 
have  been  the  Third  and  Fourth  Classes.  After  the  town  library 
is  settled  in  its  new  quarters,  if  the  library  trustees  approve,  I  shall 
make  lists  of  books  contained  in  that  library  valuable  for  supple- 
menting the  studies  of  each  year,  and  endeavor  to  make  the  com- 
prehensive town  library  of  greater  and  greater  service  to  our  pupils. 

Other  contributors  to  the  various  collections  are  Capt.  A.  C. 
Grout,  minerals ;  Mr.  S.  H.  Gale,  W.  P.  Chadwick,  Myron  Evans, 
Mrs,  E.  H.  Gilraan,  Miss  M.  C.  Moulton,  Miss  Aimee  VViggin,  and 
Mrs.  Talbot,  natural  history  specimens;  Miss  Lucy  Getchell,  glass 
cases  ;  Lamson  &  Field,  specimens  of  pottery. 

VISITORS. 

A  valuable  and  encouraging  result  of  our  extended  collections  is 
the  number  of  visitors  drawn  in  part  by  them  to  our  school.  Almost 
daily  the  classes  are  cheered  and  encouraged  by  the  presence  of 
friends  to  witness  their  work  and  progress.  On  the  thirteenth  of 
last  March  I  opened  a  visitors'  register,  and  up  to  the  time  of  writ- 
ing this  report  873  names  are  enrolled. 

CHANGES    IN   THE   COURSE   OF   STUDY. 

As  suggested  at  the  January  meeting,  the  old  course  of  study  has 
been  omitted  from  this  year's  catalogue  in  order  to  substitute  for  it 
a  modified  schedule  later  in  the  year.  I  do  not  wish  to  make  radical 
changes  in  any  particular  part,  but  modification  that  will  effect  the 
whole  course  to  some  extent.  I  wish  to  make  the  work  more  coher- 
ent and  uniformly  progressive  from  year  to  year ;  to  provide  for  a 
course  in  American  and  English  literature  that  shall  begin  with  the 
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youngest  girls  and  extend  through  the  eight  years,  and  to  enrich 
the  work  of  the  Academic  years  with  more  of  History.  To  do  this, 
some  studies  must  be  curtailed  and  some  removed,  and  the  teaching 
force  in  the  Academic  department  strengthened. 

OTHER    IMPROVEMENTS. 

If  any  money  can  be  spared  for  improvements  another  summer, 
I  would  recommend  making  the  Academic  dressing  room  more  con- 
venient and  comfortable,  and  painting  Miss  Moulton's  and  some  of 
the  recitation  rooms,  which  are  now  greatly  needing  such  renova- 
tion.

The  year  has  been  an  exceptional  one  in  several  respects.  In 
anticipation  of  the  increased  responsibiHty  occasioned  by  the  ex- 
pected speedy  removal  of  the  library  to  its  new  quarters,  the 
membership  of  the  committee  was  enlarged  by  vote  of  the  town 
meeting  of  March,  1893,  from  five  to  nine.  The  body  thus  con- 
stituted was  immediately  organized  by  the  election  of  John  T. 
Perry  as  president ;  Charles  H.  Merrill  as  treasurer,  and  John  A. 
Brown  as  secretary.  Regular  meetings  have  been  held  twice  every 
month  with  the  exception  of  August,  and  special  meetings  have 
been  called  when  needed.  Thus  the  committee  was  put  into  good 
working  order  just  as  if  the  library  building  had  been  ready  for 
occupation  at  the  date  of  its  anticipated  completion.  Delays, 
seemingly  unavoidable,  have  occurred,  and  hence  the  uses  and 
needs  of  the  new  structure  must  still  be  described  in  the  future  tense. 
It  has  never  been  forgotten  by  the  committee  that  the  present  un- 
safe, inconvenient  and  overcrowded  quarters  are  to  be  vacated  as 
soon  as  possible.  Careful  economy  has  been  practised  in  regard 
to  the  additional  shelving  and  other  temporary  improvements  unad- 
voidable  where  a  growing  collection  of  books  is  concerned.  Special 
attention  has  also  been  given  to  arrangments  by  which  removal  may  be 
expedited  and  the  volumes  on  their  new  shelves  be  made  as  accessi- 
ble as  soon  as  possible  by  thorough  classification. 

In  view  of  this,  the  card  catalogue  has  been  pushed  toward  com- 
pletion. All  needed  assistance  has  been  furnished  the  librarian, 
in  order  that  she  may  give  due  attention  to  this  especially  impor- 
tant work,  where  skilled  labor  is  indispensable.  With  the  fast  ex- 
tending patronage  of  the  library  it  is  simply  impossible  for  one 
person  to  compile  a  catalogue  and  at  the  same  time  respond  to 
the  multiplied  calls  of  applicants  for  books.  With  the  work  thus 
far  accomplished  and  to  be  continued  as  often  as  new  purchases 
are  made,  it  will  be  feasible  whenever  the  town  shall  so  decide, 
to  publish  a  full  catalogue,  arranged  after  the  Dewey  method, 
in  use  in  the  principal  college  and  municipal  libraries.  On  some 
accounts  its  early  publication  would  be  desirable,  yet,  should  the 
financial  situation  require  delay,  no  other  harm  would  result  than 
protracted  inconvenience  to  those  who  use  the  library. 

The  city  of  Dover  has  set  the  example  of  printing  a  catalogue  of 
its  collection  of  sixteen   thousand  volumes  and  selling  at  fifty  cents, 
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much  less  than  the  cost,  one  copy  to  each  patronizing  family.  It 
is  for  the  citizens  of  Exeter  to  determine,  this  year,  or  at  some 
later  date,  whether  they  are  willing  to  expend  about  three-fifths  as 
much  as  Dover,  in  the  same  way. 

As  has  already  been  suggested,  the  number  of  visitors  to  the 
library  is  constantly  and  rapidly  increasing.  Not  many  years  ago, 
Saturday  was  almost  the  only  busy  day.  N  ovv,  almost  every  day  is 
a  Saturday.  Since  January  ist,  of  the  current  year,  when  a  change 
in  the  issue  of  cards  was  made,  395  persons  have  registered  their 
names,  and  since  September,  1893,  90  students  have  done  the  same. 
The  books  taken  out  since  September,  1893,  number  about  6,'00o, 
of  which  total,  1650  have  been  called  for  during  January  and  Feb- 
ruary. The  circulation  between  March  and  September,  1893, 
including  the  dull  summer  months,  exceeded  4,500.  It  is  gratify- 
ing to  know  that  while  now,  as  always,  light  reading  is  in  chief 
demand,  works  of  solid  thought  and  filled  with  practical  informa- 
tion are  more  often  called  for  than  formerly.  There  is  evidence 
that  a  goodly  number  of  our  citizens  think  for  themselves,  and  are 
not  inclined  to  limit  their  knowledge  of  ethics,  sociology,  political 
economy  or  history  to  what  has  been  told  them  by  others. 

A  few  suggestions  of  works  desired  and  not  already  in  the  library 
have  been  made  in  response  to  the  committee's  calls  for  such  rec- 
ommendations, and  these  have  been  complied  with  as  far  as  possi- 
ble. It  would  be  well,  however,  if  more  persons  would  thus  come 
to  the  aid  of  officials,  who  certainly  lay  no  claim  to  omniscience. 

The  number  of  volumes  bought  annually  has  averaged  about  five 
hundred  for  some  years  past.  Those  bought  in  1893  and  in  1894, 
up  to  the  15th  of  February,  will  not  much  exceed  four  hundred. 
Forty  or  fifty  volumes  have  been  added  since  that  date,  but  they 
belong  to  the  year  1894-95,  under  the  new  regulation  which  closes 
the  fiscal  year  a  fortnight  earlier  than  heretofore.  There  have  been 
several  reasons  for  diminished  purchases.  First,  the  financial  disor- 
ganization of  the  past  few  months  has  lessened  the  issue  of  desira- 
ble publications.  Secondly,  the  embarrassment  of  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Trust  Company,  in  which  the  town  authorities  invested  the 
Merrill  fund,  has  compelled  a  reduction  of  interest  from  six  to  four 
per  cent.,  and  thirdly,  the  committee,   besides  spending  a  consider- 
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able  amount  in  cataloguing,  has  endeavored  to  provide  to  some  ex- 
tent for  the  unavoidable  cost  of  removal. 

The  precise  expense  of  maintaining  the  library  in  a  new  building, 
and  under  new  conditions  of  service,  can  be  determined  only  by 
experience.  It  must  certainly  exceed  the  amount  of  the  town's 
previous  appropriations.  Yet  whatever  can  be  asked  in  reason, — 
and  the  members  of  the  committee  are  not  less  sensible  than  their 
fellow  citizens  of  the  importance  of  economy  in  every  branch  of 
administration, — will  be  money  well  spent.  Next  to  churches  and 
schools,  a  good  library  is  a  most  important  adjunct  to  civilization. 
A  community  may  exist  without  one,  and,  so,  after  a  fashion,  it  can 
get  along  with  only  primary  schools.  Whatever  may  be  urged  as 
to  a  liberal  policy  regarding  the  one,  is  equally  true  as  to  the  other. 
Good  books  promote  morals  as  well  as  intelligence.  The  people 
everywhere  are  beginning  to  recognize  this  fact.  Four- fifths  of  the 
little  towns  of  New  Hampshire  have  established  libraries,  aided  by 
the  State,  and  there  is  not  a  populous  community  within  our  bor- 
ders without  one.  It  is  an  evidence  of  Exeter's  intelligence  and 
public  spirit  that  she  began  the  good  work  as  far  back  as  1853. 
Other  States  have  been  wide  awake  as  well  as  New  Hampshire,  and 
the  increase  of  libraries,  the  country  through,  has  been  27  per  cent, 
since  1887. 

In  view  of  the  exigencies  of  the  near  future,  the  committee  asks 
for  a  continuance  of  the  fostering  care  already  extended.  A  fine 
structure  is  near  completion,  and  too  much  has  already  been  ex- 
pended to  render  possible  any  backward  steps,  or  even  hesitation. 
If  there  must  be  a  retrenchment  in  our  public  expenditures,  some 
better  field  for  its  exercise  can  be  found  than  an  institution  as  essen- 
tial to  mental  health  and  growth  as  are  pure  air  and  water  to  the 
physical  constitution. 

During  the  year  a  valued  member  of  the  committee,  the  Hon. 
John  J.  Bell,  passed  from  earth.  His  associates  have  missed  his 
genial  companionship  and  his  earnest  interest  in  the  library  with 
which  he  had  long  been  connected.  Miss  F.  E.  Moulton  has  ren- 
dered herself  increasingly  useful  as  Librarian  by  her  enthusiasm  in 
her  profession,  and  fidelity  to  her  duties.     Her  assistants  have  also

been  faithful  in  their  respective  spheres,  and  have  done  much  to 
prepare  the  collection,  now  exceeding  9,000  volumes,  for  its  new 
surroundings.

1.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  a  Town  Clerk. 

2.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  three  Selectmen. 

3.  To  choose  by  ballot  one  Trustee  of  the  Robinson  Female 
Seminary  for  the  term  of  seven  years. 

4.  To  choose  by  ballot  three  members  of  the  Town  Library 
Committee  for  the  term  of  three  years  and  one  member  for  the 
term  of  two  years. 

5.  Upon  the  petition  of  John  O'Neill  and  16  others  to  see  if 
the  town  will  vote  to  hire  three  police  officers  at  a  salary  to  be 
agreed  on  by  the  selectmen,  said  police  officers  to  be  elected  by 
ballot. 

6.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  town  officers,  auditors  or 
committees  for  the  ensuing  year. 

7.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
support  of  schools,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor,  for  repairing 
highways,  for  repairing  and  building  bridges,  for  repairing  and 
building  sidewalks,  for  building  drains  and  sewers,  for  payment  of 
the  town  debt,  for  lighting  the  streets,  for  defraying  the  expense 
of  decorating  the  graves  of  Union  soldiers  and  for  all  other  charges 
arising  within  the  town,  and  pay  the  firemen  for  the  ensuing  year.
